BUILDING COST TREND 


"A great deal of discussion is heard 


as to the trend of building i-osts. 
Union wage scales arc hard to reduce 
but I believe that a. lot of the arbi- 
trary and wasteful rulings that local 
unions have made wil Ibe cast aside 
this year. A softening in the amount 
of building and consequently in the 
demand for artisans, should increase 
efficiency of those working and result 
in-lower labor costs.

In the past fe»v 
years of feverish building 
activity 


producing capacity of material plant? 
has been built up to meet the great 
demand. If the volume of building is 
somewhat lower in 1927, as seem;

VITAMIN D PREVENTS IUCKETS *. 


All infants develop rickets if fed solely with pas- 


teurized milk, canned milk, manufactured infant 
foods, .or mixtures or modifications of these with 
sugars or other carbohydrate modifiers, unless they 
receive in addition, from the ase of. a month on- 
ward, regular daily rations of fresh egs yolk or 
cod liver oil or exposure to sunlight.. Even lucky 
infants who cet certified milk may require some 
such accessory to prevent rickets. And finally, that 
peerless infant food, breast milk, may be deficient 
in the factor which prevents rickets if the mother 
or wet-nurse gets insufficient sunlight on her naked 
skin or subsists on a diet which does hot furnish 
enough vitamin D. 


For these reasons it is now the custom to advise 


:hat every infant, except some breastfed infants, 
be given a daily ration of cod liver oil from the 
age of 1 month, beginning with 10 drops, twice 
daily, and doubling the quantity at the end of 
each month, until the baby takes a teaspoonful 
twice daily at thc^aee of 3 or 4 months. Thereafter 
a teaspoonful or two a day will suffice, and this 
should be continued well into the second year of 
age, as a rule perhaps with a rest in the mid-sum- 
mer season when the baby can enjoy direct sun- 
ight on naked skin. The cod liver oil should be 
plain pure cod liver oil. not an emulsion or extract 
or other derivative. It may be readily given mix- 
ed with orange juice or other fruit juice. 


This use of cod-liver'oil as a preventive against

not only protects the infant against that 


nutritional disease but produces many other bene- 
icial results which • we haven't room to enumerate 
lere; among them the prevention of constipation.

Gentlemen: This letter Is addressed to you to acquaint 


you with the present state regulations applying to dance 
halls, and to encourage cooperation in the enforcement of 
these in conjunction with county dance hall ordinances. 


Buildings erected, and old buildings remodeled or oc- 


cupied for dance hall purposes since September 1914 are re- 
quired, to conform to the requirements of the State Build- 
ing Code, as to construction, fire protection, equipment and 
maintenance. Plans for new b-iildings and the remodeling 
of old buildings are required to be submitted to the Industrial 
Commission for approval 
before starting worjc. 
Before 


an existing building i« permitted to be used for dance hall 
purposes, the approval of the Industrial Commission should 
be secured. 


If a dance hall ordinance is being enforced in your coun- 
ty, the Industrial Commission will very much appreciate 
your cooperation in the securing of compliance with the re- 
quirement's of the Building Code and other codes. For ex- 
ample. if licenses are required, these can be withheld until 
the owner or operator presents evidence of approval of the 
building by the Industrial Commission. "We will be glad to 
inspect the building at any time at the request of county 
officials. Plans for new dance halls are now submitted to 
the Industrial Commission for approval, and dance halls are 
being inspected regularly, but both innocent and wilful vio- 
lations of the Building Code are being found so often that 
your help in the enforcement of state regulations IB very 
much desired. 


The Building Code is at present being revised, but cop- 
ies will be sent you as soon as they are again available.

'or several years, and I want you to know that I appreciate 
t. It is my only source of income, and I certainly should 
not know what to do without it. I am most jrrateful to the 
people of Outagamie County for granting this pension. 
It 


surely is a Godsend to us who are denied a. chance to earn 
our living. But so far I.have received only two hundred 
dollars a year or only about five-ninths as much as some of 
the other blind people "in this county are receiving. But so 
ong as I had my home where I had .free room and board and 
by economizing in every way, I managed to get along with 
two hundred dollars and I did not want to ask for more. But 
now my mother died, and our home is broken up. 
Our 


home had to be sold, so now we must rent rooms, and pay 
high rent. My sister and I are living together, and our 
only income is my pension and my sister's daily earnings and 
;his is not sufficient to meet the living expenses of both of 
us. It is very hard for us to get along. I appeal to you to 
Sindly increase my pension allowance. I hope that I may 


granted the full amount allowed by the law of §360 per 


annum. 
I shall be most grateful to you. Please believe me, I 


would not ask for the increase, if I did not need it for I 
do not like to ask for charity, but you will agree -with me 
that it is impossible for any human being to live on two 
hundred dollars a year at the present high cost of living. 
And I ask you to please consider by request at your next 
meeting, and to grant me the increase if possible. 
I am trying to find employment, and if I succeed in se- 


curing a position which will pay me a living wage, I shall 
no longer ask lor the pension.

than their proper proportion of state and county taxes for 
the year 1923, to wit: the towns of Vandenbroek, Maple 
Creek, Center, Buchanan, and Kaukauna; and that in con- 
sequence certain other assessment districts in said county 
were charged with and actually paid less than their proper 
proportion of such taxes; it further appearing that until 
some proper method of valuation has been applied to stiil 
other of the taxation districts in said county it is Impossible 
to determine whether or not such taxation districts paid 
more or less than their proper share of state and county 
taxes: and that such inequalities should be corrected;

And it then and there appearing to the satisfaction of the 


Commission that the issues involved embraced a valuation 
of all of the taxable property in all of the taxation districts 
of the County of Outagamie and all assessment districts of 
said county having appeared and being properly represented 
by counsel, having submitted all the testimony that they 
desired to have introduced, and no further testimony being 
offered by them other than such as appears of record as 
heretofore taken:

To the Honorable County Board of Supervisors of Outagamie 
County. Wis. 


Gentlemen: The Rural Normal School board submits the 


following report upon the condition and progress of the 
County Normal School during the school year ending June 
30. 1926. We have had a, very satisfactory year in every 
way. and we feel that the school is justifying its purpose 
in the better professional spirit that is to be observed in 
the teachers of the county, and in the rapidly spreading 
influence that the school exerts. 
Added to our own opinion of the worth of the school 


is the opinion of the State Dapartment. 
After the last 


annual inspection which was made by Assistant Stue Super- 
intendent C. .1. Andreson and Inspector 
of 
Elementary 
Grades. Miss Maybelle Bush, a very pleading report of con- 
dition was filed with the secretary of your board. The work 
of the school was praised very highly, and the work was 
found to be so efficient that many other County Normal fac- 
ulties were instructed to visit our school. Naturally, this 
approval of the state is highly pleasing '.o your Normal 
School Board. Since few of you visit our school during the 
year, this is one of the best means that we can think of to 
-show you that our school has made a. place for itself. The 
approval of the state is also very essential since the state 
now pays the major portion of !'te cost of the school. 
The success of the school has been due in large measure 


to a good faculty, and to the fact that we have been able to 
retain the services of, the principal teachers for the past 
several years. In this way the teach-rs have come to know 
the needs of f h6 county, and they have been able to work out 
methods that have fitted graduates for the various commun- 
ities.It is with deep regret that the board calls your atten- 
tion to the death of Miss Jennie Peacock who was in charge 
of the practice teaching for si-: years. She died shortly after 
the close of the school. Miss Peacoc!' did much to Rive our 
school the high rating that it now has. The many teachers 
who took training under her will long feel the earnestness 
and sincerity that marked thc practice department of the 
County Normal. 
Th* enrollment of our school dropped somewhat last 


year. This was due to a change in the law requiring all ap- 
plicants for admission to be high sen- 1 jrraduates. The re- 
sult has been that we now offer a one year course to high 
school graduates, but the wo ': of that one • ar is so crowd- 
ed It meet legal requirements tha^ there Is the same heavy 
teacher-load that we have had In the past.

Gentlemen: Your County Highway Committee takes plea- 
sure in submitting to you a report of the construction and 
maintenance work on highways during the year 1926. 


We do not think it necessary to submit a financial re- 
port of the expenditures in detail, as you will find the costs 
of the maintenance and construction work in the County 
Highway Commissioner's report. 


On October 28th and 30th. your Highway Committee 
made a final highway inspection of the completed and un- 
completed work of 1926. We also inspected the highways 
described in the petitions received from the various cities, 
villages and towns asking for appropriations for 1927. 


In going over the construction and. maintenance work 


done in 1926. we found it to be satisfactory and compared 
favorably with work done in previous years, considering the 
weather conditions of the past season. 


No doubt, you realize that weather conditions in 1926 
retarded highway construction considerably.

The vasic institution In

its source. The standards set by the home determine tho 
strength of the institutions that grow up around the homes.

The home is the place that Im- 
presses our young people with ambitions, desires, yearnings, 
and the determination to reach worthy goals. The spirit, 
of each community is the result of the lessons that oro 
taught in the homes by far-sceins; and sacrificing parenw, 
and that community is the best place to live whero the par- 
«>nts are earnestly striving, in Tat-on and out. to inspire tnelr 
children with worthy ideals by setting worthy example*.

The abilltv of the school to render real service rcxtn upon 
this desire.

many chlMicn ha\c been tolO. that they must go to 


school and get an education so that they will not have to 
work. This Is a false ideal. It is not justified in our so- 
• tal Mructuro. No one' can live a useful life without work 
of :iomo tort. Education that breeds a distaste for worn is 
a failure. An educated man or woman, whether educated 
in books or hard experience, is the one who has learned 
through education to work more effectively. It makes no 
difference what tho work may he. If education docs not 
train one to bclifjvc that his reward is in the joy of a job 
well done, that person has mif-sed the true significance of 
education. Tho world docs not need loafers whether they 
arc ignorant or educated. It needs workers, educated work- 
ers if you please. The home must learn to do its part in 
instilling m the minds of children the ideal of service. On- 
ly thus can our communities grow as the rising generation 
appears to take over the instituions that we are developing. 
Tho home, the school, and the community form the back- 
ground upon which our national security rests. As a chain 
is no stronger than its weakest link, so our nation will feel 
tho strangling influence of a community that has bred false 
ideals and set low standards. 
Uniform Standards. 
To serve all the 
people alike, 


the schools of a county must have uniform standards of ac- 
complishment. It is clear that if these standards were left 
to each s-chool in each community that there would be al- 
most ns many standards as there arc schools. To overcome 
this tcr.ucnc;-, the county surcrlr.ter.dcr.t and thestipfrv.'r.'rg1 
teachers have developed six units of work for each year. In 
this way. we have set minimum standards for each school to 
reach. Our chief work has been directed to the establish- 
ment of definite goals and devising methods to enable earn- 
est teachers to reach these goals. Without a central di- 
recting authority it would not be possible to accomplish 
equal achievements in the various districts. We do not feel 
that the success of our work is nieas-.red by the fine school 
that an efficient teacher maintains. Neither do we feel that 
our work is condemned by the poor work of an indifferent 
teacher. Our work consists in encouraging and assisting 


teachers to put forth their best efforts, in securing for 


arc due to Mckness. and these arc excusable, of course. Most 
of them arc absences that show a poor appreciation of the 
value of school training. The pupil who is absent is not 
only losing ground himself, but he is holding back the oth- 
ers. Our truancy law is not properly enforced, and I am 
hoping that the County Board will pass a resolution asking 
the Legislature to enact a law that can and must be en- 
forced. 
School Year. 
The legal school year is still 
eight 


months, but First Class Rural Schools and all village and 
city s-chools must operate for nine months. The result is 
that the State Course of Study is outlined for a nine mouths 
school year. High school entrance presupposes 72 months 
in the grades. Pupils from eight months schools are not as 
well prepared for high school as others because they lose 
one month each year, plus the poor attendance noted above, 
and in eight years they lose exactly one whole school year. 
Therefore a graduate of an eight months school is really a 
seventh grade pupil. It may be necessary to require pupils 
from the short term t-choolt* to attend an extra year before 
taking the diploma examinations. This is no ruling of mine. 
but it is likely to be required by the increased difficulty of 
first year high school work.

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: It gives mo pleasure to 


report to you at this time on my second year's work in the 
county. The past year lias been a very busy one, yet words 
and figures mean to little in trying to express tho efforts put 
forth in helping to make some one a little healthier and 
some homes a little happier. Old friends as well as new one 
have called upon the nurse through mail, telephone and in 
person. In this way 93S persons were interviewed concern- 
ing some health phase. Beside that 434 individual letters and 
775 circular letters were sent out from the office. The de- 
mands upon the time have been heavy and only oiie person 
to respond sometimes made it impossible to answer at once 
and some cases not at all. 
School Work. 
The value of physical inspection in tho 
schools cannot be over-estimated. It helps stimulate the 
children to want to be physically fit and to do tho things 
that will help make them so. During the year 187 school 
visits were made. 1072 children were given a complete in- 
spection and 900 were partially inspected. Notices were sent 
to 4SO parents regarding abnormal conditions found. Of 
these there were teeth. 303. tonsils. 240. vision 48 and speech 
11. Many responded immediately and expressed appreciation 
for having had their attention drawn to the fact that there 
might be 2 defect. Some reported as not being able to have 
conditions changed or corrections made and a few reported 
as not believing it was necessary to give the child attention 
that nature will take care of it. Nature does work wonders, 
but oven her patients gives out sometimes. Of the 203 who 
reported having had correction made 161 were teeth. 22 ton- 
sils removed. 20 vision corrections and 3 defectfve speech 
cases receiving special training.

Supervising Teachers. 
There are 132 school districts 


in the territory under my supervision and 174 teachers. To 
keep all of the work of the county at the proper tension and 
to lend help where needed is obviously too big a job for one 
person. Wisconsin is one of tho few states m the Union to 
give this matter helpful consideration. The intensive work 
that we are doing would be almost if not entirely impos- 
sible -without tho help of the supervising teachers. 
The 


county superintendent could plan, but he could not follow- 
up the work to see that it was being Cone if he did not have 
this help. With tho help of the supervising teachers, we 
are carrying out in all of our schools the same type of work 
that is being done in city schools. Of course, the teacher in 
a. rural school with eight grades and twenty-five classes a 
day cannot do all the work and do it so thoroughly, but with 
the plans that we have furn^hed and the outlines that 
we have made, oven the rural school can do at least double 
the amount of work that was once accepted as enough. With 
the help of tho supervising teachers, wo have introduced 
several distinct types of teaching and learning. Among 
these are definite assignments, lessons plr.nned in daily and 
weekly units, study questions for tho pupils on paper or 
blackboards, topical recitations, use of reference books, sum- 
marizing of lessons, socialized recitations, six wxeks achieve- 
ment tests, reading for speed and comprehension, and a form 
of problem solution in arithmetic that should make the pu- 
pils much more capable. Most of these act!vities could not 
be directed if I did not have the help of the supervising 
teachers. It is especially pleasing to have this extra service 
in the county when actual figures show that the state pays 
all but about S40 of each supervisor's yearly wage. This 
is true because some of the more heavily populated coun- 
ties turn m a. larger percentage of school money than our 
county. We are the gainer. 


Special Activities. 
The Annual County Play Day was 


especially successful last spring because of the increased 
enthusiasm, and because wo were favored with good weath- 
er. This event is growing in importance. ?nd it calls forth 
a great deal of good natured-rivalry. Boys and girls begin 
preparing for this event early in the year. It is good for 
them physically, and it lends interest to their school work 
while it develops loyalty to the community. It teaches in a. 
practical way the value of cooperation. 


Special contests were held in penmanship, spelling, and 


arithmetic to select a winner for the State Fair Contest. The 
•winner received a trip to the State Fair with all expenses 
paid. 


An Essay Contest was* conducted in cooperation with the 


Wisconsin Manufacturers' Association. A boy and a girl 
were each given a free trip to the State Fair. 


A Song and a Declamatory Contest for rural schools 


made the major portion of our County Commencement Ex- 
ercises. Much interest was shown ir. tho elimination con- 
tests as well as in th« finals. 


A Graded School Declamatory Contest was put on for 


the first time. It was well worth while, and some verv 
creditable work was done by the contestants. 


The schools took an active,part m the Milk Week cam- 
paign conducted under the auspices of the County Agent 
and the Wisconsin State University Extension Division. The 
programs given in the various school districts called for 
the highest praise. The Milk Posters made by some of the

More calls wore 
made. The mother died. On the seventh call the father 
gave his consent to take the children to be examined- He 
had no time.

This man while sick 
had been miking his cows and selling it to a milk dealer who 
distributed it to 'he homes in a nearby city. It is impos- 
sible to say how many had been infected -with scarlet fever 
or how many more might have been had it not been disco\J- 
ered. Fortunately not all of the 545 homes visited during the 
year required an officer's assistance. 
Most of them enlist- 


ed splendid cooperation. Occasionally the parent finds it im- 
possible to bring herself to accompany the child to the doctor 
or "hospital for other reasons it is impossible to do so. 46 
such cases called upon the nurse to do so. Assistance was 
given to 11 patients in securing special institutional care.. 


Special Work. 
As social hygiene plays a very import- 


ant part in health a series of lectures were arranged with a 
speaker from the State Department of Health. IS meetings 
were held in various parts of the county. A health exhibit 
wast arranged at the Seymour Fair featuring health foods 
which carried a valuable message to thousands of people. 


Assistance was given at the Milk "Week Campaign con- 


ducted by the County Agent and the State University Ex- 
tension Division. The value of milk as a food was brought 
home in a most interesting way. 


13 meetings of adult groups were attended and talks 


given on some phase of health. The work of the County 
Nurse is varied, who will say where it begins and where it 
ends! For the betterment of health must be the watchword. 
Until every child has an equal opportunity for perfect fit- 
ness tho work will not be completed. But it is not tho -work 
of one person or family but the Cooperation of all. the 
family, the county and the state that will bring 
perfect 


health to every child. Dr. Hedger, who has studied chil- 
dren for many years says, "My idea of a healthy child is 
not the child of today or tomorrow but one who is built for 
a long haul, it is one who must stand through the work that 
grows harder every year. It means tho child must have 
vitality stored up sufficient to complete and hold his own in 
a very, swift and industrial system, it means he has to have 
vitality enough left to run a government, and very difficult 
one it is. He must have vitality enough left to raise a fam- 
ily if wo must go on. And one more necessity that is very 
important, every child should bo bu'.lt on such a foundation 
of health that he has .vitality enough left after all these 
things done to grow a soul. . 
It takes money and time to accomplish this but" most 


of all it takpg sympathy and cooperation. 
May I ask your cooperation in the great work of "Health 


for all."

Waite that the trend In Wisconsin ed- 
ucational thought Is toward develop- 
ment of athletics to reach a larger 
percentage of boys. 


"I think that city superintendents 


and others who are handling the sit- ^ 
uation are working toward a program 
of intramural athletic activities." he 
said, "not with the idea of doing 
away entirely with inter-sehool con- 
tests nor with tho idea of making in- 
tramural athletics a feeaer- for inter-., 
school athletics but with the Idea oC 
reaching a larger percentage of boys. 


"At best the athletics as they are 


conducted in the larger schools at the 
present time reach a very small per- 
centage of boys. The future develop- , 
ment in the cities. I believe, will be 
away from the highly developed type 
of athletics as we have it today, to a 
more sanely developed athletic spirit 
which ;iv>U include all boys, all ages 
and all.sizes. 
• "Uness this can be done, the schools 
will fail to meet their responsibility 


With its membership including Fond which has been placed upon them by 


the state of Wisconsin. Formal gym- 
nasium work will not do for all ofi^ the 
boys what shouli/ be done. They do 
not present the game spirit; so that 
if all boys are to be reached, it must 
be through the development of com- 
peting teams in all sorts o£ athletic 
activities within the school."

"Tho team that participates in a long 


series of games during the winter fol 
lowed by a district tournament and 
later by a state tournament, is com- 
posed in the end of a group of muscle 
tired and nerve torn boys. 


Inasmuch .as athletics is supposed 


to be for the physical betterment of 
the participants primarily and second- 
ly for the entertainment of the pub- 
lic, it seems only logical that a prac- 
tice that results in a physical detri- 
ment should be eliminated. 


"It is only natural that during a 


tournament with the excitement run- 
ning as high as it does, that the aca- 
demic standard of the school will be 
lowered temporarily and the academic 
accomplishments of the participants 
in the games -will be nil during the 
t ime. 
"In case of a winning team, this 


condition will extend over a period of 
three weeks. One week of local tour- 
nament, one of high tension while 
waiting for a state tournament and 
one week during the state tournament 
and I might add that it takes about 
two. 
three or four weeks to recover 


academically from the condition creat- 
ed by these tournaments. 


"The principals and coaches 
feel 


that when the regular season has end- 
ed, that the boys and the school have 
had all of the basketball that they 
need for one year. Tis period extends 
from the end of the football *ason 
to the first of March. Teams from 
most of the schools play one game 
each week during1 this period. So far 
as tho Fox River Valley is concerned, 
at the end of the season the winner 
is determined by percentages. 


"I am not so sure In my own mind, 


but that this plan is too much for the 
general good of .everybody concerned. 


However, It does not 
affect the 


physical condition of the boys' as the 
tournaments do. In Manitowoc we 
know this, because we- have gone into 
tho state tournaments three times in 
the past three- years."

Than Generally Supposed 


Madison—Measles is one of tho dis- 


eases which is so common among 
children that mohters in 
many in- 


stances are of the opinion that every 
child might just as well have it and 
get it over with. This opinion on 
the part of the parents is one of those 
instances where people arc absolutely 
sure of something that is not so. the 
health committee of the State Medical 
society declares in a statement. 


"Measles is not only a highly con- 


tagious disease as evidenced by the 
largo number of cases occurring in 
out- communities periodic-ally, but It 
is also a disease- far more dangerous 
than people are in the habit of sup- 
l>osing," the statement says. "To be- 
gin with, it produces an 
extensive 


process of inflammation involving the 
eyes, the nose, the sinuses of the head, 
which communicate with the nose, 
the throat, the breathing tubes and 
the lungs, to say nothing of the skin 
rash. No disease involving such ex- 
tensive areas of inflammation can.ev- 
er be regarded as trivial. 


"The importance of measles and the 


reasons why children should be guard- 
ed against it may be found in the so- 
called complications of the 
disease, 


that is, the conditions which arise 
during its course and because of it. 
The inflammation in the eyes may 
leave more or less extensive and per- 
manent impairment of vision. 
The 


inflammation of the nose may ex- 
lend into the ears or the sinuses, pro- 
ducing or 
lingering sinus 
disease. 


Pneumonia not uncommonly follows 
the irritation in the Jungs. There are 
often enlarged glands in the neck 
which may 
require surgery 
before 


they will recover.

that measles is so vey highly con-

measles cases is very much greater 
than the cases of these other diseases. 


"The cause of measles is not known 


definitely at present, though Doctors 
Ferry of Detroit and Ruth Tunnicliffc 
of Chicago are apparently in the trail 
of the guilty germ. There is. conse- 
quently, no 
effective 
treatment for 


measles like that for diphtheria, al- 
though good results are obtainable 
both for 
protection and 
treatment 


from the measles convalescent serum. 
Since this must be obtained from re- 
covered cases of measles and cannot 
be manufactured like diphtheria anti- 
toxin, it is much more difficult to ob- 
tain and has not been so generally 
used. It may be hoped that with the 
cause of measles identified the devel- 
opment of serum treatment may not 
be too long delayed. 


"For the present, the best protec- 


tion against measles lies in the avoid- 
ance of people, and particularly chil- 
dren, who are sick. The early symp- 
toms of measles which persist for 
from five to seven days before the 
rash appears are like those of the 
common 'cold.' 
People with 'colds' 


should be avoided and should quaran- 
tine themselves until they have re< 
covered. This is not only because of 
the resemblance of the common 'cold' 
to a beginning case of measles but be- 
cause the 'cold' is in itself a contagi- 
ous disease and the cause of much 
needless illness and misery. 


"The regulations governing meas- 


les provide that the patient shall'bo 
quarantined for two weeks, but adults 
arc not affected by this restriction 
and well children living in the same 
residence may attend school it they 
have previously had measles."

Dear Sir:—1. As you arc no Coubt aware, the United 


States District Court on Xov. 23, 1926, nulled a notie£ dated 
March 10, 1925, by the Secretary of War to the Village of 
Little Chute. Wis., to alter the bridge over the United Stales 
Canal at Little Chute because, on date of the action, the 
responsibility for operation and maintenance of this bridge 
had passed to Outagamie County as part of a county trunk 
highway. 


2. This notice was directed against this bridge as the 


result of complaints by navigation interests for failure to 
operate the bridge promptly for vessels and also so the 
United States could complete the raising of the guard lock 
walls and adjacent earth filling to the necessary height to^ 
make this canal safe against washouts during maximum 
floods. As the county is now responsible in this matter it 
is requested that the proper county authority— 


(a) Raise the bridge at least IS inches above its present 


grade s'o guard locks walls can be raised and fill completed; 
and 


(b) Do the above described work at such times and in such 


manner as not to interfere with navigation on said canal 
and to complete it not later than June 30, 1927. 


3. It is understood that the county is prepared to do 


this work without the necessity of another order from the 
Secretary of War.

ter stating what and when action in this matter will be 
taken.
